The obverse is exceedingly sharp with superb detail, including complete definition of the stars, dentils, Liberty's hair strands, and 
every other detail. The reverse is far above the sharpness usually seen. It has some trivial lightness involving several small feathers to the left of the shield, but this 
characteristic is shared with even Proof examples such as that in the Bass Collection. The present coin thus stands tall among circulation strikes, not only of this 
year, but of the entire type. Both the obverse and reverse impart a subtle green-gold finish with soft, satiny fields offering pleasing eye appeal. Only a few tiny sur- 
face marks confined mostly to the obverse are present that seem to explain the grade. 


Only 4,520 quarter eagles were struck in 1831, and a// quarter eagles of this era were produced in small numbers. At the time, none were seen in circulation any- 
where in the United States, and to produce them cost more in bullion than their face value was worth. However, senators and representatives in Washington were 
allowed to request their pay in gold coins, rather than in slightly depreciated paper, or in silver. Thomas Hart Benton, for one, did this. Nicknamed “Old Bul- 
lion,” Benton was an advocate of gold coinage and was instrumental in drafting the Act of June 1837 which changed the standard. During the first several decades 
of the 19th century there were many virulent opponents to paper money, ranging from giant issuers such as the second Bank of America, to various state char- 
tered banks as well as unchartered banking businesses. Benton was one of the most vehement along with Hezekiah Niles (editor of Niles’ Weekly Register). (#7671)

ASTOUNDING 85 POUND SILVER BAR FROM THE ATOCHA SHIPWRECK 


2 85 Pound Silver Bar from Atocha Shipwreck. The Nuestra SeSora de Atocha was without question one of the most valuable treasure wrecks ever found. The 
story of her tragic loss in 1622 is matched by the tragedy and contention that surrounded her rediscovery three and a half centuries later. The Atocha was barely 
two years old when on September Sth, 1622, a strong hurricane wrecked her and five other ships of the 1622 Flota near the Florida Keys. Close to her sank the 
Santa Margarita. Both ships had been built expressly as convoy escorts for the Spanish treasure fleets. Reportedly built of sub-standard materials, on her first voy- 
age the Atocha had sprung her main mast and leaked badly. Arriving at Portobello, Panama, in the summer of 1622, the repaired Atocha was designated the Almi- 
ranta, or second in command, of the treasure fleet returning to Spain. She embarked silver and gold shipped from the mines of Bolivia and Colombia, together 
with 48 passengers returning to Spain. Departing Panama on July 22, 1622, the treasure fleet called first at Cartagena and then north for Havana, arriving in 
Cuba on August 22. 


According her official manifest, Atocha carried 35 tons of silver (901 ingots and 255,000 coins) plus 161 pieces of gold - a cargo valued at one million pesos. 
Much smuggled treasure was also on board. Despite the threat of hurricanes at that time of year, the 28-ship fleet sailed six weeks later than planned, on Sep- 
tember 4. The next morning, they encountered a hurricane and were driven north towards the Florida Keys. Most of the ships passed to the west of the low-lying 
islands, but Atocha, Santa Margarita, and four others did not. Early in the morning of September 6, Atocha was dashed on a reef off Key West and sank in 55 
feet of water. Five survivors from the ship’s complement of 260 were rescued by the merchantman Santa Cruz. The Santa Cruz returned to Havana, and officials 
immediately prepared to recover what they could from the wreck. Divers quickly located the wreck of the Atocha, but discovered that her hatches were still fas- 
tened and could not be forced without explosives. Before they could return, the mizzen mast snapped off in another storm, and the ship{s location was lost. Fast- 
forward nearly 350 years, and in 1970 a treasure hunter named Mel Fisher formed a company called Treasure Salvors to look for the Atocha. 





The ship's first artifacts came up in 1971. Over the next four years, the company recovered about $6 million worth of gold and silver bullion and coins, as well 
as a large number of artifacts including rapiers, muskets and small arms, storage jars, and more. But clearly the ship itself, and its “Motherlode”, had not been 
found. On July 13, 1975, Dirk Fisher, Melfs son, located five of the ship’s bronze guns lying in 39 feet of water. A week later diving was suspended when Dirk, 
his wife, and another member of the crew drowned after their dive boat capsized at the site. Mel grieved but did not abandon his search. The next five years 
revealed little new material from Atocha, although in 1980 Treasure Salvors divers located the nearby remains of the Santa Margarita, which they salvaged for two 
years. The search for Atocha struggled on until July 20, 1985, when the salvors found the hull of the ship, piles of silver ingots, and chests of silver. The “Moth- 
erlode” at last! 


Many of the silver bars were mined and processed in upper Peru (now Bolivia). Each ingot was poured into a mold and then struck with a serial number which 
would be listed on the ship’s manifest. Next, the assayer would remove a small portion of silver (“bite”), and test it for actual fineness. Once the purity was estab- 
lished, the ingot was then struck with the “ley” or fineness number in Roman numerals; 2400 being the purest (MMCD). Each bar other than the royal “Quin- 
to” was subject to 20% tax and was struck with the appropriate tax seal, often in multiple places on the bar, indicating the tax was paid. Further monograms and 
designs indicated the owner or shipper. Various other marks of unknown origin were made by various handlers and shippers recording their transactions with the 
bar. Some bars were dated with the year. 


Samples of these important markings are noted on the accompanying certificate of authenticity that accompanies this lot. The actual weight is 85 troy pounds, 7.2 
troy ounces and is nearly pure silver (2380/2400 carat). An interesting offering that will become a real conversation piece if the buyer displays it at his or her home.
